To The Rescue. 

On the third day the American in- 
fantry began going forward; and when 
the crest of the hill waa reached there 
was a rush of the Americans to the 

place where their two comrades had 
been wounded In an encounter while 
making a reronnnl.ssanee in the e.irly 
m<vnlng. Leading the men waa Capt. 
Howell Foreman of Atlanta Ga., who 
had little hope of finding the two men, 
;i1lve. 

One of the Amricana heard a sound 
from within the dugout and one of the 
detachment, in German, ordered those 
on the inside to surrender, threatening 
to Bhower tho dugout entrance with 
hand Kfenadea «.t once. The reply that 
came back Was In perfectly good 
American— and four husky Germans 
stepped from the cave with their hands 
above their heads. A moment after- 
ward the wounded Americans had 
come Into their own again. Desplto 
i.ernian machine gunners Hring frtwn 
the edge of the forest and from com- 
manding heights to the northwest the 
Americana were carried back over the 
hill from which they had come more 
than two daya before the four Ger-
